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Boyne Falls Man 
Pleads Guilty to 

Possessing Child 
Sexually Abusive 
Material 


Tracy Owen Penfold, 57, 
Boyne Falls y 
pleaded 
guilty in the 
38rd Circuit 
Court to 
possessing 
child sexu- 
ally abusive material 
(“CSAM”) and using a com- 
puter to commit a crime. 

The charges carry maxi- 
mum possible sentences of 
four years and seven years 
in prison, respectively. The 
sentence on the computer 
crime charge may be im- 
posed consecutively to the 
CSAM charge. 

Penfold will also be re- 
quired to register as a sex of- 
fender under Michigan law. 

According to an affidavit 
filed in the matter, Penfold’s 
employer was experiencing 
computer issues on its net- 
work and hired a company 
to investigate and solve the 
problems. 

The company discovered 
suspicious activity on the 
network and indicated that 
it needed physical posses- 
sion of the computer in- 
volved to conduct further 
investigation. The computer 
was turned over by Penfold 
to the employer and then to 
the company.

served on a charge of as- 
sault with a dangerous 
weapon by Judge Roy C. 
Hayes of the 38rd Circuit 
Court in Charlevoix County. 

Crowell had pleaded 
guilty on December 6, ad- 
mitting that he had struck a 
fellow inmate at the 
Charlevoix County Jail with 
a drinking mug. According 
to the affidavit of probable 
cause in the case, the assault 
was the result of a card 
game in the jail. 

This incident resulted in 
Crowell’s fourth conviction 
in seven months. Assault 
with a dangerous weapon is 
a felony carrying a maxi- 
mum penalty of four years 
in prison. 

Crowell was convicted of 
receiving and concealing a 
stolen motor vehicle and re- 
ceiving and concealing a 
firearm on May 17, 2019 in 
Charlevoix County. The 
court file in that matter indi- 
cates that Crowell and his 
brother had stolen vehicles 
in Alabama and Indiana to 
get to Michigan. They had 
also stolen two handguns 
from vehicles and brought

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Boyne City Pavilion gets a 
case of Shingles 

But that’s a good thing. 
According to the City’s con- 
tractor Bob Kroondyk 
Boyne City’s Pavilion proj- 
ect continues to progress 
nicely with lots of activity 
taking place. 

Shingles are going on the 
roof of the new east side 
covered picnic areas. The 
face brick system and bricks 
are being installed behind 
plastic tenting along with 
trim boards and ceiling 
cedar boards are being in- 
stalled. Shake shingles are 
getting painting in the Pavil- 
ion in advance of their in- 
stallation. Carpenters are 
building the picnic area’s 
roof cupolas offsite and de- 
livering them to a subcon- 
tractor for matching the 
nearby lighthouse roof de- 
sign. The copper roofing ma- 
terial for the cupolas is 
arriving soon and will be de-

livered to the subcontractor 
for fabrication. The plumb- 
ing inspection for the Com- 
mercial Kitchen’s grease 
trap will take place Wednes- 
day and after that, they will 
reinstall concrete for epoxy 
floors. Work on fire suppres- 
sion sprinkler systems and 
is about 50% complete. The 
new range hood system is 
scheduled to be installed 
right behind the floors and 
the counters and steel wall 
panels were ordered last 
week. 

The project, funded in 
part by the Michigan Eco- 
nomic Development Corpo- 
ration and local 
contributions, is scheduled 
to be completed by the May 
14, 2020 start of the Annual 
Boyne City Mushroom Festi- 
val. When completed the ex- 
panded and improved Boyne 
City Pavilion will be avail- 
able for year round use by 
the public.

Emergency group in 
need of trailer storage 


The Charlevoix, Cheboy- 
gan, Emmet Counties Public 
Service Communications Or- 
ganization (CCECPSCO), a 
non-profit Northern Michi- 
gan Amateur Radio emer- 
gency communications 
support group, is in immedi- 
ate need of storage space for 
their communications sup- 
port trailer. This trailer pro- 
vides communications 
support to the three counties 
and elsewhere as needed in 
emergencies and disasters 
and for community events. 

For more than 15 years, the 
CCSCPSCO has provided 
communications support, 
participated in training from 
FEMA and other agencies in 
emergency operations, and 
practiced in exercises under 
the direction of the 
Charlevoix, Cheboygan and 
Emmet counties Office of 
Emergency Management. 
Unfortunately, the storage 
space so generously provided 
for the trailer will no longer 
be available as of the end of 
January. The CCECPSCO is 
therefore in need of a new 
host for this critical asset. 

This modified Forest River 
Work and Play trailer is 23 
feet long and has been 
equipped with communica- 
tions equipment, antennas, 
generator, and battery power 
to support a wide range of 
communications needs and 
can be deployed at short no- 
tice. It compliments the capa- 
bilities the CCECPSCO has at 


regional Emergency Opera- 
tions Centers and communi- 
cations towers, and can be 
deployed in short order as 
needed. 

To properly serve the needs 
of Emergency Management, 
it is preferred that a storage 
location protect the trailer 
from the weather, have power 
available to keep the batteries 
charged, and that access is 
adequately cleared of snow 
and other obstructions. Stor- 
age space for other CCECP- 
SCO materials and supplies 
would be a nice addition. The 
trailer does require addi- 
tional height clearance of a 
couple feet for the perma- 
nently installed antennas. As 
the CCECPSCO is a 501(c)(3) 
non-profit Michigan Corpora- 
tion, a tax advantage may be 
available for providing space. 

The CCECPSCO, a non- 
profit all volunteer organiza- 
tion, adheres to the motto 
"When All Else Fails... Ama- 
teur Radio", which best rep- 
resents the valuable public 
service that can only be pro- 
vided by experienced "Ham" 
radio operators. The CCECP- 
SCO deploys in emergencies 
under the Radio Amateur 
Civil Emergency Services 
(RACES) protocols and at the 
direction of the CCE Office of 
Emergency Management.

A spry 1380-plus years old, 
Punxsutawney Phil is once 
again preparing to emerge 
from his cozy groundhog 
burrow on February 2, a.k.a; 
Groundhog Day. 

According to Wikipedia; 
“The first reported news of a 
Groundhog Day observance 
was arguably made by the 
Punxsutawney Spirit news- 
paper of Punxsutawney, 
Pennsylvania in 1886: “up to 
the time of going to press, 
the beast has not seen its 
shadow”. However, it was 
not until the following year 
in 1887 that the first Ground- 
hog Day considered “official” 
was commemorated here, 
with a group making a trip to 
the Gobbler’s Knob part of 
town to consult the ground- 
hog. People have gathered 
annually at the spot for the 
event ever since.” 

That’s a longstanding tra- 
dition for a weather fore- 
caster that has been on the 
questionable side of accu- 
racy. The method is fairly 
simple; if Phil sees his 
shadow; there will be six 
more weeks of winter (a safe 
bet here in Northern Michi- 
gan), and if not; spring is on 
the near horizon (as long as 
that horizon extends to mid- 
May for this area). 

According to the “info- 
please” website, the origins 
of this Groundhog Day tradi- 
tion extend back to Europe 
many centuries ago. Back 
then, people would keep an 
eye on emerging hibernating 
animals, such as the ground- 
hog, during mid-winter. If 
they cast shadows because of 
sunning days it was consid- 
ered a bad sign. Those days 
are typically cold and that 
just might mean winter is re- 
treating slowly. 

“Throughout history nu- 
merous holidays have 
marked this seasonal cross- 
roads,” infoplease relates. 
“Among these is Candlemas 
Day, February 2, a Christian 
holiday that celebrates 
Mary’s ritual purification. 
Early Christians believed 
that if the sun came out on 
Candlemas Day, winter 
would last for six weeks 
more.” 

In terms of accuracy, “live- 
science.com” found that Phil 
has predicted over 100 fore- 
casts of six more months of 
winter and only about 20 for 
an early spring. Data from 
“Stormfax Almanac” show 
this to be around thirty-nine 
percent accurate. Looking at 
the years since 1969, that ac- 
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skills.”

It’s 
called the Philmobile and it’s 
a little bus that houses mem- 
bers of the Inner Circle. Phil 
has a special seat on the out- 
side, so he can be seen dur- 
ing parades. 

- Phil takes a magical 
elixir every summer to ex- 
tend his lifespan. The elixir 
also changes his appearance 
(much like the Doctor in 
“Doctor Who”), which ex- 
plains why Phil may be grey 
one year and a youthful 
brown the next. Alas, the 
elixir does not work on hu- 
mans. “We’ve tried, it just 
makes them fat and bald,” 
said Ron Ploucha, Stump 
Warden of the Inner Circle 
of the Groundhog Club and 
co-handler of Phil. “If you 
saw some of our Inner Circle 
members you can tell the 
ones that tried.” 

- Phil has a wife. Well, 
make that Phil has had many 
wives. While Phil has an ex- 
tended lifespan, his wives do 
not partake in the elixir so 
they pass away like normal 
groundhogs do. Phil’s cur- 
rent wife is called Phyllis - of 
course. 

- Phil was not in “Ground- 
hog Day.” In that Bill Mur- 
ray movie he is played by a 
groundhog named Scooter - 


vale GOMES EE. 
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who bit the actor three times 
during filming. Phil was 
Murray’s first choice for the 
role. “He’s treated like roy- 
alty and is very well-be- 
haved. A true professional,” 
the actor told The Philadel- 
phia Inquirer in 1993. “So 
when they couldn’t get him - 
a creature who has been 
hand-raised since birth and 
is very tame - what did they 
do? They went out into the 
woods and caught this 
Scooter, a groundhog who 
hated my guts from day one.” 

The film, “Groundhog 
Day,” was released in 1993. 
It’s a classic comedy about 
Phil Connors, played by Bill 
Murray, who becomes 
trapped in a Groundhog Day 
loop, replaying the day over 
and over again. 

IMDb (Internet Move 
Database) offers some fun 
trivia about the film: 

- Bill Murray and Harold 
Ramis (director) have both 
been honorary Grand Mar- 
shals for the Groundhog Day 
celebrations in Punx- 
sutawney, Pennsylvania. 

- The scene where Phil 
picks up the alarm clock and 
slams it onto the floor didn’t 
go as planned. Bill slammed 
down the clock, but it barely 
broke, so the crew bashed it 
with a hammer to give it the 
really smashed look. The 
clock actually continued 
playing the song like in the 
movie. 

- All the clocks in the diner 
are stopped, mirroring Phil’s 
predicament. 

- Though Phil Connors al- 
most certainly experiences 
February 2nd thousands of 


times, 38 of which are said to 
be actually depicted, a care- 
ful sorting of “day-isolated” 
sequences and/or events 
plus a parsing of Connors’ 
dialogue accounts for at least 
42 days - the exact number of 
days of additional winter 
predicted by Punxsutawney 
Phil (6 weeks). 

- When Ned Ryerson ac- 
costs Phil Connors in the 
street, John Candy can be 
seen in the background giv- 
ing money to the older home- 
less person. 

- There is a small plaque 
that reads “Bill Murray 
stepped here” on the curb 
where Murray continually 
steps into a puddle. There is 
another plaque on the build- 
ing wall at the corner that 
says “Ned’s Corner” where 
Bill Murray was continually 
accosted by insurance sales- 
man Ned Ryerson (Stephen 
Tobolowsky). 

- Harold Ramis and Danny 
Rubin considered including 
an explanation for Phil being 
stuck in a time loop. The pos- 
sibilities included was that 
Phil had been cursed by a 
scorned lover or someone he 
had verbally abused. But 
they decided it was best to 
leave it a mystery. 

Mystery is really what the 
celebration of Groundhog 
day is about. As we hope- 
fully cross the midpoint of 
the winter season why not 
put our hopes for the early 
arrival of spring into a clue 
provided by a celebrity mar- 
mot, (a large rodents related 
to large ground squirrels) 
and his shadow? On a per- 
sonal note: I hope he doesn’t!

At their regular meeting 
Tuesday, Boyne City Com- 
missioners approved a three 
year contract with Melrose 
Township to provide EMS 
services to the township. 
Boyne City Ambulance Di- 
rector John Lamont ex- 
plained that the portion of 
Melrose Township west of 
US-131 will be serviced from 
the Boyne City station, while 
the area east of US-131 will 
be serviced out of the Boyne 


Valley station. Melrose 
Township approved and 
signed the agreement at 
their regular meeting Janu- 
ary 14th. Mr. Lamont in- 
formed Commissioners he 
has been in contact with 
Chandler Township and he 
anticipates they will also 
contract with Boyne City for 
EMS service. 

In other business, Boyne 
City Commissioners author- 
ized the Mayor to send a let- 
ter to Evangeline Township 


supporting the Township’s 
grant application to the 
Charlevoix County Commu- 
nity Foundation to conduct a 
Trail Facilities Master Plan 
for the various trails located 
in Evangeline Township and 
Boyne City. The study will 
explore the development of 
the new Boyne Forest Trails 
network, the Boyne City to 
Charlevoix Trail as well as 
trail facilities at Avalanche 
Park. The study will assess 
links to adjacent recre- 


ational trails and facilities, 
and links to downtown 
Boyne City. The study will 
also evaluate infrastructure 
such as parking, bridges, 
boardwalks, restrooms, cab- 
ins, drinking fountains, 
wayfinding signage, etc. in 
the region. The cost of the 
study based on a proposal 
from Petoskey engineering 
firm Beckett & Raeder is es- 
timated at $15,750.

MDHHS investigating possible cases of Novel Coronavirus 


The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC), Michigan Department 
of Health and Human Serv- 
ices (MDHHS), local public 
health departments and the 
state’s healthcare community 
are actively monitoring the 
Novel Coronavirus 2019 out- 
break originating in Wuhan, 
China. 

These efforts include spe- 
cial attention to people who 
present with symptoms of 
lower respiratory illness 
(cough or difficulty breath- 
ing), fever, and report a travel 
history that includes Wuhan 
or contact with an ill individ- 
ual who is under investiga- 
tion for coronavirus 
infection. These individuals 


are being considered for spec- 
imen collection and submis- 
sion to the CDC for testing. 

At this time, the only ap- 
proved testing for coron- 
avirus is available at the 
CDC. The Michigan State 
Laboratory is prepared to re- 
ceive the specimens and then 
send them to the CDC for 
testing. The CDC is working 
with the Federal Drug Ad- 
ministration and state public 
health laboratories to make 
testing more broadly avail- 
able. 

To date, MDHHS has evalu- 
ated referrals from several 
counties and approved speci- 
mens from two individuals in 
Washtenaw County and one 
in Macomb County for test-

Man Sentenced to Prison for Domestic Violence 


This morning in the 33rd 
Circuit Court in 
Charlevoix County, David 
Michael Thomas, 32, of 
East Jordan, was sentence 
to serve 16 to 60 months in 
prison following his con- 
viction for domestic vio- 
lence, third offense. 

Thomas had pleaded 
guilty on December 20, 
2019. He was initially
